Belief that the war will soon end, says 
Henry Clews, grows stronger each day. 
This belief is not entirely intuitive, and is 
largely based upon the break-away in Aus- 
tria-Hungary and the growing dissensions 
_in Germany, particularly the great protests 
by labor in Berlin, Hamburg and elsewhere, 
which may or may not be exaggerated for 
effect here. The allies, no matter how 


. Weary, are certainly in better conditions to 


continue the war than Germany, which is 
slowly but inevitably drifting towards some 
sort of collapse. It is well to remember, 
however, that Germany is pre-eminently.a 
military power and being such the only 


final argument that counts is:a blow: Mili-' 


tarism can only triumph through force, 
and can only be defeated by the same 
means. It is hardly likely that Germany’s 
mnilitary dynasty will surrender until a 
‘knockout blow has been administered. No 
such argument has yet been delivered, and 
probably will not be nntil American armies 
have reached France in sufficient: force to 
deliver‘t.. Moreover, a military dynasty. 
facing inevitable ruin, is quite likely to sell 
its life as dearly as possible; and the fact 
that the great majority of Germany’s 
strong men are in the army, comparatively 
ighorant of the state of affairs at home, 
makes it reasonable to expect that the mili- 
tary power will be exerted to the. very
